Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Alff 

(4,948,277). 

Alff discloses a rotational speed measuring device with a sealing shield, 
encoder, and a magnetic field sensor wherein the detection surface is position 
inside the house in such a way that the detection surface directly faces the 
encoder wheel (Note Figs. 1-4).
